UNIVERSITY is a community of 
A scholars. It is not a kindergarten; it 

is not a club: it is not a reform school; 
it is not a political party: it is not ar. agency 
of propaganda A universitv is a com 
munity of scholars 

The scholars who compose that commun 
itv have been chosen by their predecessors 
because they are especially competent to 
study and to teach some branch of knowl- 
edge. The greatest university is that ir 
which the largest.proportion of these schol 
ars are most competent in their chosen 
fields. 

Freedom of inquiry. freedom of discussion, 
and freedom of teaching, without these a 
university cannot exist. Without these a 
university becomes a political party or in 
agency of propaganda. It ceases to be a 
university. The university exists only to 
find and to communicate the truth. If it 
cannot do that it is no longer a university. 

Socrates used to say that the one thing 
he knew positively was that we were under 
a duty to inquire. Inquiry involves still, as 
it did with Socrates, the discussion of al!

view. You will even find Socrates discuss- 
ing communism in the Republie of Plato. 
The charge upon which Socrates was exe- 
cuted was the same one that is now often 
hurled at our own educators: he was ac 
cused of corrupting the youth. The schol- 
ars of America are attempting in their 
humble way to follow the profession of 
Socrates. Some people talk as though they 
wouid like to visit upon them the fate which 
Socrates suffered. Such people should be 
reminded that the Athenians missed Socra- 
tes when he was gone

In the past 40 years, universities have 
taken up the study of economics. politics, 
sociology and anthropology. They have been 
endeavoring to create social scienec . which 
if they can be created, may prove as benef- 
cent to mankind as natural science and 
the technology which rests upon it. In in 
quiry into social problems, professors have 
run into prejudices anc fears, exactly as 
they did in studying natural science and 
theology 

These prejudices and fears are now espe- 
cially intense, because we have been passing 
through a period of severe depression. In 
the 12 years | have been in higher educa- 
tion, | have seen a marked change. In 1923 
we often heard that the professor was a use- 
less creature, remote from the real world 
and giving his students no knowledge of it. 
Now we hear that the professor should get 
back to the cloister and not let his students 
learn any more about the real world than he 
can help. I ascribe this change to the bad case 
of nerves induced in many reople by tle 
depression. The normal reaction to misfor 
tune is to blame somebod: else for it. Uni 
Versities are easy marks. 
exempt. They do not reply to abuse 1 
misrepresentations. One who suffers from 
business cares, or domestic worries, or po- 
litical disappointment. or general debility, 
can relieve his feelings with impunity by 
talking about the Reds in the universities. 
I know that many honest and raracst people 
are seriously alarmed. I know, too, that

they are misinformed 

As a matter of fact, I have never been 
able to find a Red professor. | have met 
many that were conservative, and some who 
would admit they were reactionary. I have 
met some who were not wholly satisfied 
with present conditions in this country. | 
have never met one who hoped to improve 
them through the overthrow of the Govern- 
ment by force. The potitical and economic 
views of university faculties are those of a 
fair cross-section of the community. The 
views of those who are studying social prob- 
lems are worth listening to, for these men 
are studying these problems in as unbiased 
and impartial a fashion as any human being 
can hope to study them. 


It must he remembered that the purpose 
of education is not to fill the minds of stu- 
dents with facts: it is not to reform them. 
or amuse them, or make them expert tech- 
nicians in any field. It is to teach them to 
think, if that is possible, and to think al- 
ways for themselves. Democratic govern- 
ment rests on the notion that the citizens 
will think for themselves. It is of the high 
est importance that there should be some 
piaces where they can learn how to do it. 

[ have heard a great many times in recent 
years that more and more students wer. 
getting more and more Red. In universities 
that are intelligently conducted. I do not 
believe it. In universities which permit stu 
dents to study and talk as they please, I see 
no evidence of increasing Redness. The wav 
to make students Red is to suppress them 
This policy has never yet failed to have thie 
effect. The vigorous and intelligent student 
resents the suggestion that he is not capable 
of considering anything more important 
than fraternities and football. Most of the 
college Reds I have heard about have been 
produced by he frightened and hvsterical 
regulations of the colleges. They are not 


.Reds at all; they are in revolt against being 


treated like children. 

Thomas W. Lamont, partner in J. P 
Morgan & Co., has advanced another reason 
for the interest of students in unconven 
tional doctrines, a reason which is doubt- 
less operating, too. Mr. Lamont says, ‘| 
hear complaint that our college professors 
are teaching too much of socialistic theorv 
That would not be my observation. These 
are days,” says Mr. Lamont. “when among 
the teaching forces the freest sort of 
academic freedom should prevail.” He goes 
on: “But to me it is litthe wonder that many 
of our students today are radicat, joining 
the Socialist party, or are even looking with 
a kindly eye upon the allurements of Com 
munism. The sort of world they have seen,” 
savs Mr. Lamont, “is one of chaos ee eee 

If Mr. Lamont is right, instead of attemprt- 
ing to suppress free discussion, we shov.ld 
set ourselves to remedy the cause of radical- 
ism, the chaos of the modern world. I ven- 
ture to suggest the value of encouraging 
intelligent, calm and dispassionate inquiry 
into methods of bringing order out of chaos, 
That is the American way.

Nutrition. 

On the economic side 
increase in production made possi- 
ble by the spread of scientific 
knowledge of agriculture, has been 
largely responsible for cheaper food 
Added to this cheaper and more 
rapid transportation, helped also by 
effective methods of refrigeration 

Sometimes, indeed, in our modern 
manufacturing era, the artificiali- 
ties of food products which are s0 
vehemently advanced. as improve- 
ments. are really detrimental to the 
nutritive value of the food—when, 
for instance, refining or preserving 
removes minerals or destroys or re- 
moves vitamins. The housekeeper,

But no matter how hard 
he practiced, his acts never received 
more than a flutter of applause. He 
set his teeth and determined to roll 
‘em in the aisles. 

Finally, after many years of stub 
born practice, Fields perfected his 
masterpiece—-a trick of juggling 25 
cigar boxes, end on end, with a lit- 
tle rubber ball on top. First the 
ball was dropped and caught in his 
other hand: then each box followed 
in succession, the top one falling 
with machine-like precision with- 
out disturbing the boxes beneath it. 
It was a wow, and W. C. knew it. 
Satisfied that he had reached the
